Court Upholds 


Pennsylvania 


Blue Laws 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-The Su­ 
preme Court today upheld Blue 
Laws of Massachusetts, Maryland 
and Pennsylvania, which regulate 
retail selling on Sunday. 
Chief Justice Earl Warren wrote 
the controlling opinions in four 
cases testing the statutes. 
TTie decisions will have a bear­ 
ing on many similar state laws. 
Most states have Sunday statutes 
of some kind. 
For many years, the Supreme 
Court has shied away from in­ 
volvement in the "blue law” con­ 
troversy. But decisions could not 
be avoided when appeals came 
up from federal, rather than 
state, courts. 
Warren made it clear in the 
Maryland decision that Sunday 
laws Qpnceivably could violate the 
freedom of religion guarantees in 
the Constitution if it can be dem­ 
onstrated that their purpose "is to 
use the state’s coercive power to 
aid religion.**

BURLINGTON, N. J. (UPI) -A 
28-year-old former mental patient 
shot and killed his common-law 
wife early today after an argu­ 
ment climaxing months of marital 
trouble, police said. 
Matthew J. Hale Jr., of 823 
Mount Road, a tool cutter, gave 
authorities a signed statement in 
which he admitted the slaying of 
his wife, Mae Sue, 25, mother of 
three, in their one-story house,

Authorities said Hale would be 
arraigned later today on a murder 
charge.

Employers Face 
Taxes Crackdown 


WASHINGTON (UPI) ~ T^e In­ 
ternal Revenue Service is crack­ 
ing down on thousands of busi­ 
nessmen who fail to turn over to 
Uncle Sam on time the taxes they 
withhold from employes’ pay en­ 
velopes. 
At the end of I960, according 
to the service, 268.396 employers 
owed the government $236.8 mil­ 
lion — nearly $900 each on the 
average. 
Their debt was nearly one-quar­ 
ter of the total $1.1 billion in all 
taxes owed the government, in­ 
cluding $740.3 million of corporate 
and individual income taxes. 
Officials believe that some de­ 
linquent 
taxpayers 
are 
simply 
negligent, others are unable to 
pay and still others deliberately 
are using government money for 
investments.

Mrs. Kennedy’s maiden name 
was Bouvier. 


President Kennedy is coming to 
Paris for conferences with French 
President Charles de Gaulle. 


Miss Bouvier was reported on 
her way to the French capital in 
hopes of meeting her American 
cousin. 


The accident occurred shortly 
before dawn on route Nationale 6 
between Saint-Gcorges de Reneine 
and Belie Ville. 


Danielle’s father, Marcel, was 
seriously injured, police said. The 
driver of the automobile, Restin 
d’Amboise, also was injured.

Laos Talks 


Postponed 


GENEVA (UPI)—Today’s meet­ 
ing of the 14-nation conference on 
Laos was postponed suddenly and 
without explanation “for at least 
one or two days.”

Maryland law being tested is con. 
stitutional. 
A combination of commercial 
and religious interests brought the 
blue law tests to the high court. 
The religious argument was as­ 
serted by orthodox Jews, sup­ 
ported by other groups which ob­ 
serve Saturday as the sabbath. 
They contended that a Sunday 
closing law or other Sunday res­ 
trictions 
discriminates 
against 
them and in favor of the Chris­ 
tian sects, in violation of the re­ 
ligious freedom guarantee in the 
constitution. 
Discount houses which wanted 
to keep open on Sunday also ar­ 
gued that exemptions as to some 
businesses and specific items of 
merchandise are an unconstitu 
tional denial of “equal protection 
of the laws.”
